The anti-impeachers today regis 
tered the same number of votes on 
the second count as they claimed on 
the first count now before the sen- 
ate and charging Goverpor Long with 
attempted intimidation of C. P. Man- 
ship, Baton Rouge publisher, ‘The 
impeachmeut group fell shy two votes 
today. 

Governor Defended. 

Hefore the members and a com- 
fortably filled gallery Representative 
J. KE. McClanahan, of Caldwell par- 
ish, a former administration whip, 
cume to defense of the governor on 
the vote of bribery. 

Bribery as charged in the impeach- 
ment resolutions, Mr. McClanahan 
stated through the microphone, “has 
been in vogue in Louisiana from time 
immemorial.” 

Hie directed an attack against the 
state press which turned on Long 
during the special session, declaring 
that he knew of an instance where a 
publisher and manager of a_ daily 
newspaper went to the manager of 
a weekly and told the weekly publish- 
er it was time for him to turn and 
“pot stop until we get Huey Long.”

sentative Gilbert Dupre, of St. Lan- 
dry parish.

rested tonight and has signed a state- 
ment, police announced, 
the murder of Mrs. Benjamin _ S. 
Mowry, whom he married last August 
in Maryland. He shot her through the 
head and threw her body to the side 


of a road after setting fire to the 


clothing, the confession related. 

Campbell was seized as he was 
about to enter his home not far from 
the morgue in which his victim's body 
lay unidentified until today. He wa. 
taken to the Union county prosecutors 
office, where he signed a confession. 

The man denied all connection with 
the murder of Miss Margaret Brown, 
New York governess, whose ‘burning 
body was found in a road near Ler- 
nardsville. Her slayer has not been 
apprehended. Campbell is the father 
of three children. 

His first wife, mother of the chil- 
dren, still is living. “I couldn't af- 
ford two wives,” was the reason he 
gnve for taking his second'§ wife's 
life. 

He said he had met the woman he 
later killed through a matrimonial 
agency and had a personal interview 
with her in Washington, D. C., in 
February, 1928. The following Au- 
gust they were married at Elkton, 
Maryland.

Mowry to Springfield avenue, Cran- 
ford, and was seized with a- sudden 
fear that his first wife would dis- 
cover his other marriage. Heshot the 
woman in the head and dragged her 
body to the roadside, dousing it with 
gasoline.

Threatening to blow up the bank with 
a package she said contained nitro- 
glycerine, a well dressed, pretty bru- 
nette obtained $5,000 in a lone hold- 
up of the Colorado State bank this 
afternoon. 

Walking up to a cage with the pack- 
age in one hand, a match in the other, 
the woman passed a note to Teller 
C, FE. Kenney, which read, “Give me 
all the bills you have in the cage or 
I will touch off this bottle of nitro- 
glycerine und blow you through the 
window.” 

Crowds Unaware. 

The note was passed so quickly that 
cusomers who thronged the bank and 
employes were unaware that the hold- 
up was in progress, 

Kenney told detectives that at first 
he hesitated and then the woman idly 
began to trace imaginary figures on 
the front of his cage with the match. 
He said she looked down suggestively 
at a brown paper parcel sbe carried 
under her arm and from whic h a short 
fuse protruded. 

Kkenney took a handful of $5 bills 
and shoved them through the window. 
Refuses $5 Bills. 

Then the brunette declared, Kenney 
said, “Not fives, if you please; they're 
too bunglesome, 1 prefer tens, twen- 
ties and larger.” 


Kenney quickly pataerec up sev- 
eral bundles of $310 and $20 bills. 
He pushed them out of the cage and 
the woman gathered them up and 
placed them calmly in a purse which 
she carried in her right hand with 
the match.

Sets Capital Buzzing

Washington, April 11 .—Foreign 

diplomats set another precedent at the 
dinner here tonight where Mrs. Kd- 
ward FE. Gann, sister and hostess of 
Vice President Curtis, realized the 
fruits of her victory in Washington's 
social war and sat above the wives of 
diplomats. 

The dinner, given by Don Carlos 
G. Davila, Chilean ambassador, was 
absolutely bone dry. 

The shattering of a precedent by 
serving only water attracted as much 
attention as the setting of a precedent 
in the case of Mrs. Gann, who occu- 
pied the seat of honor through a de- 


cision of the diplomatic corps. Nearly 
200 of Washington’s official and diplo- 
matic elite were gathered about tne 
table in the beautiful Pan-American 
building here on this rather note- 
worthy occasion in social and diplo- 
matic history. Members of President 
Hoover's cabinet were among. the 
guests, 

The dinner was on the occasion of 
the visit here of Chilean Minister of 
Finance Vablo Ramirez and was the 
first diplomatic social function of macz- 
nitude since the enactment of the 
Jones “five and ten” law. 


No cocktails with seductive lure 


graced the snowy board. There was 
no harmony of popping champagne 
corks. 

The ambassador's dinner was not 
dry by accident. His decision to omit 
the customary cocktails, wines, cham- 
pagne and liquors was reached only 
after days of careful deliberation of 
the problem during which both wet 
and dry arguments were given stu- 
dious consideration. 

The liquor question, however, was 
finally decided by the Chilean ambas- 
sador himself, 
considerations that swayed him.

Possibility that the United States 
government may establish the proj- 
ected new federal building in Atlanta 
on, the block bounded by Forsyth, 
Spring, Hunter and Alabama streets 
or the block bounded by Forsyth, 
Spring and Garnett streets and Trin- 
ity avenue loomed Thursday night, 
when it was learned that a special 
meeting of the Atlanta board of fire- 
masters had been called for 2 o'clock 
this afternoon to consider giving real 
estate operatives who wish to submit 
bids an option on sites now occupied 
by fire stations No. 1 and No. 5 

Councilman William E. Saunders, 
chairman, declared that the board 
had been called into special session 
at the request of Mayor I. N. Rags- 
dale for the purpose of setting the 
prices for the fire station sites in or- 
der that real estate men seeking op- 
tions on the property may be able to 
submit them to the government in 
accordance with advertisements which 
have been published, 

A total of $450,000 now is available 
for acquiring the site and beginning 
construction of the new  postoffice 
building, which also would house all 
departments maintained in Atlanta by 
the federal government. Another $1,- 
650,000 will be available to complete 
the job, making a total investment of 

2,100,000. 
Station No. 1 Relocation. 

In the event the government ac- 
cepts the first of the options now be 
ing obtained by the Title Guarantee 
and Trust Comp:.%y, station No. 1, 
headquarters comyfany, would be 
forced tu vacate and steps to relocate 
it would be taken immediately. it 
would necessitate many ‘c 
the department, the major one Seise 
relocation of the entire signal system. 

Mr. Saunders pointed out that in 
the ¢vent the proposed Alabama street 
viaduct is erected, station No. 1 no 
longer would be strategically located 
as héadquarters for the department 
or as a fire house.

PICTURES HORRORS

Former Premier Charges 
That Abuse Showered 
Upon President Wilson

The Aliies have completely broken 
faith with Germany in their failure 
to disarm, charges David Lloyd 
George, former prime minister of 
England, and to avert another war, 
whose horrors he ‘portrays, Britain 
must set the ‘example and make a 
“downright major cut in armaments.” 
Another war would wreck Europe, 
this statement says. Lloyd George 
refers sympathetically to the late 
President Wilson, and insists it was 
the abuse showered upon him at the 
Paris peace conference which shat- 
tered his health. Lloyd George says 
Wilson went to Europe without a 
peace plan, and admitted it. All 
this is brought out in the following 
article written by Mr. Lloyd George 
for The Constitution and the North 
American Newspaper Alliance.

London, April 11.—Let there be no 
mistake about it. We could not stand 
another war. The mere conception 
of it is terrifying. 

I ought to know something about 
war. In the last war I was a minis- 
ter charged with responsible duties 
from the day we went in until we 
ceased. If you compare the weapons 


and the whole paraphernalia of war 
when the armistice came with what 
it was at the beginning you can realize 
the ye tegpeng tonne intensification that 
Ber coqsine. on ru 


could discover, deepened month by 
month the fighting front, and brought 
war closer and closer to the great 
civilian populations, We ourselves were 
contemplating the bombing of Ber- 
lin when the Germans yielded, and if 
the war had lasted a few weeks long- 
er we should have been using a 
poison gas deadlier than any that 
had gone before. 


Resources Behind Front. 


What matters in modern war are 
the resources behind the battle front. 
You have to force your enemy to 
sue for peace. Therefore any na- 
tion at war in the future will devise 
every conceivable method for destroy- 
ing the will of the enemy nation. 

Yes, war is a ruthless business. 
And once a man is in the business 
he succumbs to its influence. He ac- 
quires the war mind. He develops 
a passion for destruction. He ceases 
to make fine distinctions. We de- 
stroyed great towns in, France, and 
the French themselves destroyed them, 
because there were Germans in them. 

The man at war becomes a savage. 
The only difference between wars of 
the past and those of the present is 
that they are now scientific savagery, 
War calls science to its aid, and pros- 
titutes science.. And there is no

Juares. 

The city of Clemence is erecting a 
statue to one of its most illustrious 
sons, Jean Juares, assassinated on the 
eve of the outbreak of the World 


War. He was not only a great and 
fluent orator, but a supreme optimist, 
who believed that the age of wars and 
violence had passed forever. He died 
without baving. known the disillusion 
of 1914. In France they often won- 
der what role Juares would have play- 
ed during the war. He founded a 
newspaper, Humanite, which is today 
in the hands of the communists and 
having the biggest circulation of any 
in Paris. The communists are vio- 
lently anti-patriotic. The question 
is, would Juares have shared that 
point of view. It is doubtful. He 
was a Latin, an artist and idealist 
in spirit. Such people will not easily 
accept the hard and inflexible disci- 
pline imposed by men in a foreign 
country. Juares woulg not have sub- 
mitted to an ideology that aims at 
standardization of the masses, as in 
Russia today. The poet in him would 
have revolted. But that would have 
involved his expulsion from the ranks 
of the simon-pure reds.

That was a very wise action by the 
trustees of Atlanta university, Spel 
man institute and Morehouse college, 

- all of them edu- 
cational estab- 
lishments for 
the colored race 
by which their 
activities are to 
be co-ordinated 
The uovement 
does not go to 
complete consol- 
idation of the 
institutions, but 
rather to a seg: 
regation of their 
particular offer- 
ings to the stu- 
dents of their 
constituencies. 
Gradually the 
Atlanta univer- 
sity, the leader

become a post-graduate institution, 
giving the higher courses of specix)- 
ized study. 

These three institutions have thor- 
oughly justified their establishments 
by the consistent and excellent work 
which they have done in raising no- 
tably the niveau of intelligence among 
the colored people of this southeast- 
ern area of the Union. 

Morehouse college was founded in 
1867, the Atlanta university in 1869 
and Spelman institute in 1881, so 
they are practically cotemporaneous. 
They have persisted against many ob- 
stacles and survived many critical 
emergencies. They have been con- 
ducted by men and women devoted to 
their chosen labor of educating and 
uplifting a heavily handicapped race 
in our population.

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The Effects of Their Services. 


The general purpose of the new &- 
ordination is to speed up the services 
of all three colleges by cutting out 
overlappings, non-essentials, and 
making their curricula more practical 
and adaptive to the needs of the 
youth of the race. 

Except in very limited and unin- 
formed classes of the white popula- 
tion the old idea that a negro is in- 
capable of being substantially educat- 
ed and made‘an intelligently efficient 
citizen is rapidly playing out.

citizens. They value their measure of 
culture and are not “stuck up” about 
it. They have applied their educa- 
tion in worthwhile lines of business 
and professional endeavor. Scarcely 
has any of them faced a crimizal 
court jury or worn the stripes of a 
convict. They are teachers, preach- 
ers, doctors, mechanicians and busi- 
ness men in many lines of trade, and 
most of them. having marked success.

Deserve Encouragement and Aid. 


These Atlanta institutions are not 
parts of the state public system. They 
are the fruits of church and personal 
establishment and encouragement. The 
Morehouse college had a religious 
foundation, laid, if I remember cor- 
rectly, by colored people of the Bap- 
tist denomination. Atlanta univer- 
sity was established and promoted by 
the Congregationalist of New England. 
Spelman was instituted in honor of 
the wife of John D. Rockefeller, Sr., 
and is still cultured by the interest 
and money of the famify. represented 
by the Laura Spelman Foundation. 

It should be remembered to the 
credit of the officials and teachers of 
these schools that they have never, to 
my knowledge, stooped to anything 
savoring of racial antagonism. They 
quickly disposed of anyone who at- 
tempted to inflame prejudice between 
the colored people and the white peo- 
ple of the community and the state. 

the contrary, I am sure that the 
tone and temper of these colleges 
have contributed in large measures 
to the peaceful and sympathetic re- 
lations between the better elements 
of both races here in Atlanta. Visitors 
from all parts of America and from 
abroad remark upon the obvious cor- 
dial relations which exist in this city 
and State between the races. Educa- 
tion has done much to establish those 


relations.

Any one who has ever tried his 
hand at amateur gardening or rose 


culture or any such difficult art will 
give a respectful attention to that 
gloomy scientist who predicts that the 
next age of man is going to be one 
of subjection to the insects. 

The yellow a may be only a 
bogey required for the successful prop- 
agation of business in the. east. This 
dark brown threat, however, seems 
to be real. I never quite suspected 
what an enormous horde of cockroachea 
is overrunning the world until I 
blithely hinted here that I know of 
something that is very bad for ’em. 

Like the plague of locusts and the 
swift and ruthless-campaigns of Kan- 
sas grasshoppers, these cockroach ir- 
ruptions happen now here, now there, 
according to the reports in the mail. 
No sooner do we get a startling if not 
alarming local demonstration under 
control than another outburst occurs 
at a distant point and urgent appeals 
mga to clog the mails from that ser- 
or. 

Some people in a position like mine 
resort to the most amusing expedients 
in order to persuade the largest pos- 
sible number of readers to write letters 
—it looks so impressive to get a lot 
of letters—indicates readers read your 
stuff, you know. I should publish the 
details of my secret method of making 
cockroaches wish they had never been 
born, only I am afraid to chance it.

“We are beginning to see the 
result of the attempt to teach 
children a smattering of every- 
thing presented in terms of their 
inexperience and tender years, 
while neglecting to give them the 
essentials of learning. Dumping 
a little of everything into the 
schools makes of education intel- 
lectual garbage. 

“To divide attention among a 
multitude of subjects only super- 
ficially presented results in a 
lack of ,thoroughness which is 
notorious in our entire education- 
al system from primary grades to 
graduate university course.’’ 

This letter was not written at a

Editor Constitution: At last the 


“Organ” has appeared. The author of 
it, whoever he may be, has done a 
nice piece of work. 

As copies were furnished to the 
school children with the request that 
they take them home to their parents: 
the presumption is that they must 
have had 60,000 or more printed. 

There is no statement in the sheet 
to show who printed them or who is 
to pay for them. ; 

Now as to the contents of this little 
hand “Organ”: At the bottom of 
page three appears this statement all 
fenced in like a cemetery lot to make 
it conspicuous: “Is the present ad- 
ministration the only one that has 
run the schools into debt?.No! When 
the present administration took charge 
in July, 1921, the treasury was prac- 
tically empty. The schools could not 
have operated through the following 
September had the people not voted a 
tax increase.” j 

They've had a good deal to say in 
terms of derision about their misin- 
formed and falsifying “critics.” This 
statement of theirs is not misinforma- 
tion; it is just a plain misrepresenta- 
tion of facts. In January, 1921, the 
school budget was fixed for the year 
and made to conform to the 26 per 
cent allotted to the school depart- 
ment. It was not known then that 
there would be a change in the ad- 
ministration in July. In fact that was 
kept a close secret until it actually 
happened, The treasury was not empty 
and the increase in taxes was not 
made to relieve it. 

The tax rate increase was agreed 
to at the time the $8,000,000 bond 
issue was passed. The rate was raised 
for the sole purpose of taking care 
of tHe bonds. The school department 
drew its first allotment for bonds in 
1921 in order to avoid any delay and 
the money was not used to cover any 
shortage incurred by a former admin- 
istration. In fact there has never been 
a deficit in the school finances. until 
the present administration took 


charge. 
Much Misleading. 


If the members of the board were 
half as well informed about condi- 
tions in the schools as some other 
folks not in any way connected with 
the system, the situation might be dif- 
ferent. They need to inform themselves 
instead of burdening the schools with 
the issuance of propaganda, much of 
which is misleading. 

An effort is made in the “Organ” 
to show the increasing needs of other 
departments of the city...Vvery mag- 
nanimous indeed! An efofrt is also 
made to disclaim any responsibility 
for the proposed tax rate increase to 

2 with half of it to be allotted to 
the school department. It looks like 
somebody is hiding behind a bush. 

Now let’s do a little figuring. If 
the tax rate is increased to and 
half of the amount is given to the 
“Organ” grinders this will leave $1 
for the other departments of the city. 
Whereas by the present plan with a 
rate of $1.30 the school department 
gets 39 cents and the other depart- 
ments get $1.11. By the “disinherited” 
school proposition to increase the tax 
rate to $2 the other departments would 
get 11 cents less than they now re 
ceive. 

I fail to see the consistency of their 
argument. 

The truth of the matter is that in 
most large eities school superintend- 
ents are making a wild rush to get 
all the money they can to build the 
biggest possible system in order that 
they may boastfully refer to its stu- 
pendous masgnificence. It’s the num- 
ber of new things, the size and cost 
of the system that count in deter- 
mining the trend of the present day 
school officials. 

If they are not hedged about by 
sane. sensible, sound and business-

Holding the center of interest in 
Thursday's business sexsions was a 
round table discussion of the south’'s 
general industrial situation and a re- 
port from the representatives of each 
state on the individual developments 
in their’ own sections, All agreed 
with a previously read message from 
Riebard HI. Edmonds, editor of the 
Manufacturers Kecord that the south 
today is, farther advanced in the in- 
dustrial field than it ever has been 
before and that great progress is to 
be made in the immediate future. 


Activities Summarized. 


Representatives backed their reports 
With brief messages summurizing the 
activities in nearly every line of in- 
tlustrial activities. The manufacture 
of steel and cotton products is far 
kreater in the south at present than 
ever before and the outlook for a tre- 
mendous increase in business is excel- 
Jent. South Carolina, Georgia, North 
Carolina and Alabama representatives 
reported, while the other states re- 
ported a general increase in develop- 
ment of resources and manufacture of 
products. 

Though most of the first day's busi- 
Bers meetings went to technical dis- 
tussions there was much of interest 
to the south in general, chiefly the 
address of Dr. Thorndike Saville, of 
the University of North Carolina, on

ping and Water Resource Investiga- 
tions to the South's Industrial Devel- 
opment.” 


“Water power is the backbone of 
industry.” Dr. Saville said. “Llere in 
the south, in every state we have vast 
‘etd undeveloped. Millions and mil- 
Jions of dollars’ worth of our natural 
resources are going to waste because 
our water power is undeveloped.” 

Topographical Mapping. 

The speaker pointed out that topo- 
graphical mapping, too, was an. es- 
xential task in development of the re- 
Kources., 

"We can never tell what the earth 
holds until we study it,” he said. “Be- 
neath our feet there may be fortune 
for all of and we tred over thein ev- 
ery day not knowing what the silent 
earth holds.” 

Delegates to the conference assem- 
bled in their first session Thursday 
morning to hear the address of wel- 
come by Governor L. G. Hardman and 
the response from J. EF. Callbreath, 
secretary of the American Mining 
(‘ongresa, as well as messages from 
leaders in industry a@ over the world. 

Mayor Is Present. 

Mayor I. N. Ragsdale also was 
present to greet the delegates. Both 
the governor and the mayor pointed 
out that the south in general already 
had shown itself appreciative of the 
efforts of the mining congress through 
ready response to its efforts in 
launching cement, paint pigment, brick 
and tile and many other manufactur- 
ing plants in this section at the in- 
stigation of the congress, 

The governor and the mayor wel- 
comed the delegates to Atlanta and 
extended to them the best wishes of 
the state and vity in the work of the 
conference. 

Responding, Seeretary Gallbreath 
nsserted that threugh the opening of 
so many new industries in the south 
he was able to forecast that the next 
ten years would be the most impor- 


Fae thus far-in the section's indus- 
trial history. 
Development Everywhere. 

“On every hand,” Mr. Galibreath 
said, “we see concrete evidence of 
this development. Many new compa- 
nies are being formed. Many north- 
ern concerns are moving to the south 
and many of the great concerns which

Progress” and by W, Js. Churchill, 
noted economist, on “Profits—The 
Basis of All Industrial Progress.” 

At the afternoon session the featur- 
ed speaker will be Governor Eugene

serve bank. Governor Black will talk 
on the “Opportunities for Young Men 
in the South.”

Un- 
der the amendment,  ex-presidents 
would serve as senators-at-large for 
life terms and would receive $25,000 
yearly. 

“The large experience our presidents 
gain while in office would be of envor- 
mous valve to the country if they went 
to the senate thereafter,” he = said. 
“Ordinarily, I am opposed to all tin- 
kering with the constitution, but the 
benefits to be derived from ‘this pro- 
posal are so great that I see no valid 
objection to it.” 

He added that his proposed amend- 
ment probably would evoke bitter op- 
position in congress, particularly as to 
the salary involved, ause senators 
are paid only $10,000 a year, but he 
said he was prepared to wage a vigor- 
ous fight for the measure. He assert- 
ed, however, that he did net intend 
to “clutter up” the special session with 
such a proposal.

_“The nations naturally thought the 
United States would have abused the 
right which. prohibited questions be- 
ing referred to the world court affect- 
ing the United States, without the 
consent of this country.” she said. 

She explained that the reservation 
would work a hardship in matters 


congress was not in session, which 
would necessarily have to be delayed 
until the session of congress for rati- 
fication by that law-making body. 
“The matter is only adjustable by 
compromise,” she said. 
_ “Our fears do not rest in legal opin- 
ions or opinions of policy that might 
be ‘handed down by the world court.”

Relief work was going forward 
on a tremendous scale in the Swifton 
section, the center of the storm area, 
where 25 bodies already have been 
recovered and from 30 to 50 injured 
persons taken from under littered 
debris to hospitals and private homes 
for treatment. 

The Red Cross had placed a large 
number of relief workers in the storiw 
sections, while citizens of the com- 
munities organized their relief work. 
Business men of Swifton and Alicia, 
between which the storm reaped its 
greatest toll, and of Newport, near by, 
held a meeting at Swifton today and 
mapped out a program of relief and 
rehabilitation work, 

Meanwhile Governor Harvey Var- 
nell took steps to aid in the emergency 
sending scores of tents and other 
supplies to the homeless and injured. 


Reports Still Come. 


Reports of additional injured con- 
tinued to come in tonight as com- 
munication was restored in the storm 
areas, while the death list climbed 
slowly during the day after the eurly 
morning efforts of rescue workers. 

The bodies of two children who had 
been missing—Jack Defries, 2, and his 
sister, Ruth, 4—were found in a 
drainage ditch in the Swifton com- 
munity.

RESTRICTION ON SUGAR 
FROM P|. IS OPPOSED 


Kiess Informs President of 
His Objection to Proposed 
Measure. 


Washington, April 11.(4)—Opposi- 
tion to the proposed restriction on the 
importation of sugar from the Phil- 
ippine islands was expressed to Pres- 
ident Hoover today by Chairman 
Kiess, of the house insular committee. 

When the proposal comes before the 
house, he said, it will go to the ways 
xnd means committee rather than to 
his own group, and for this reason 
he wanted to make his opposition 
known to the president.

20 cents a pound today, after their 
violent gyrations of recent months. 

Some copper was sold by Costom 
smelters today at 19 1-4 cents, do- 
mestic shipment, but European con- 
sumers were eager to buy at 20 cents 
delivered abroad, and foreign delivery 
price normally holds but about 1-4 
of a cent above the domestic level. 

Large producers still held to re- 
cently-established quotations of 24 
cents, domestic, and 24 3-8 cents, for- 
eign, highest since war days, but they 
are sold out for about four months. 
and are understood to have served 
most of their recent customers. 

Reluctant to Follow. 

At about 21 cents, several of these 
producers were reluctant to follow 
rise much above 20 cents, feeling that 


higher prices might curtail consump- 


Heavy consumption during next sev- 
eral months is regarded as assured by 
large number of electrical projects, 
both in United States and abroad. 

Some apprehension has been ex- 
pressed that demand may fall off with 
passing seasonal peak in automotive 
consumption, but it is pointed out 
that only about 20 pounds of copper 
is used per automobile. 

Copper prices were boosted about 
8 cents a pound during the first quar- 
ter of this year, a gain of approxi- 
mately 50 per cent. 

The increase during entire year 
1928 was only about 2 cents, but that 
alone was adequate to lift about two 
dozen copper companies into highly 
profitable operations, after several 
years of unsatisfactory returns. A few 
companies, notably Seneca Copper 
Mining Company, of Michigan, were 
able to resume operations after pro- 
tracted periods of inactivity. About 
a score of companies have raised their 
dividend rates since last fall, and coj- 
per stocks have been sent soaring on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 

Were Over Produced. ; 

Copper producers, expanding their 


production far beyond peace-time ‘de- 
mands during the war, were cast upon 
turbulent seas of overproduction with 
heavy surplus stocks of metal alread) 
above ground and high overhead when 
war-time demands ceased. Prices fell 
from above 25 cents a pound in 1917 
to 13 cents in 1922, and held around 
that level until last year when the 
surplus stocks were finally used up. 

Cheap copper, stimulated use of re 
metal, and great expansion of use of 
electrical power added to  requite- 
ments. | 

In the meantime producers were 
driven to co-operate for elimination of 
wasteful competition. Copper insti- 
tute was formed for exchange for sta- 
tistical data, and Copper Exporters. 
Inc., was formed under Webb Pome- 
rene act to control foreign sales. 

By 1928, American per capitn! 
consumption of copper has risen te 
16 pounds annually, in contrast te: 
8 1-4 pounds in 1913. Producers’ ha:! 
reduced production, and were able t: 
get prices to profitable levels. 

The violent upturn in first quarter 
of this year resulted from heavy: con 
sumption and panicky efforts: of con- 
sumers to beat increases by rushing 
to place their orders. Producers were 
slow to increase output as they were 
unable to determine how much of the 
buying was for current requirements 
and how much was a race to get 
metal for future use before it wen! 


any higher. 
Stepped Up. 

_ Production has been stepped up con 
siderably in recent weeks, and some 
mines are working double shifts, but 
producers have had sorry experiences 
with excess production, and have’ not - 
found the character of recent buying 
sufficiently convincing to push pro- 
duction to limit. This is the peak 
season at copper mines, as many 
workers leave to go to work in the 
fields when the agricultural season 
gets into full sway. 

There have been two or three up- 
ward revisions of wages, particularly 
in the Butte district, but one of the 
reasons Why large producers have becu 
sold out until July is that they de- 
clined to take orders for earlier deliv- 
eriex owing to labor uncertainties.

New York, April 11.—(4#)—The 

stock market made the most substan- 
tial headway today since the upturn 
a week ago, as an assortment of pleas- 
ing earnings statements and expecta- 
tions of a sizeable reduction in brok- 
ers’ loans sent shorts to cover and 
promoted ambitious operations for the 
advance throughout the list. ‘he day's 
developments, however, were not suf- 
ficiently promising to attract much 
public participation, and the days 
turnover exceeded the 3,000,000-share 
level by a narrow margin. 

Bears uncovered a few weak spots 
during the forenoon, but when the call 
money renewal rate of 9 per cent was 
shaded to 8 in the “outside market,” 
activity generally shifted to the up- 
side Money held at Y per cent all 
day, however, as the outside supply 
at S was quickly exhausted. If the 
market proceeds at the reduced pace 
of the past 10 days, moderate im- 
provemeut in the credit situation is 
expected, as commercial demands are 
rapidly reaching their peak and will 
begin to slacken shortly. 

A drop of $135,000,000 in brokers’ 
loans, announced by the Federal KRe- 
serve bank after the close, equalled 
the most optimistic expectations, al- 
though Wall Street generally had look- 
ed for a reduction of at least $100,- 
0O0,000, in view of the falling off of 
new financing and the taking up of 
margin accounts during the sagging 
market of the past week. Fears over 
the rediscount rate had been quelled 
by the announcement of the tederal 
reserve bourd that it was satisfied for 
the time being with its present policy 
of controlling credit. 

In addition to the brokerage loan 
compilation, the Federal Reserve bank 
offered good news in its weekly gold 
statement, showing that the reduc- 
tion in earnmarkings, attributed to 


= the shipping of gold from Germany 


to France, has amounted to $27,293,- 
000 and that imports from Argentine 
during the week totaling $4,229,000. 
While the bank is not expected to per- 
mit this broadening of the credit base 
to relieve the tension in speculative 
credit, it is regarded as further re- 
moving the possibility of a higher re- 
discount rate. ¢ 

The  retluction’§ in brokers’ loans 
brought the total down to $5,427,000,- 
0O0U, a drop of $366,000,000 from the 
record high level reported March 20, 
but more than $1,400,000,000 above the 
level of a year ago, when fears were 
widely expressed that loans were too 
high. The compilation showed that the 
New York banks’ called more than 
$100,000,000 in loans during the week, 
reducing the total of their funds in 
the market to $915,000,0U0. 

The day's business news included 
increases of one cent a gallon in gaso- 
line prices in the east by a Humber 
of refiners.
